August  1878. 

1st.  The  name  of  the  Association  is  "The  Institution  of 
Mechanical  Engenebes." 

2nd.  The  Registered  Office  of  the  Association  will  be  situate  in 
England. 

3rd.  The  objects  for  which  the  Association  is  established  are  : — 

(a.)  To  promote  the  science  and  practice  of  Mechanical 
Engineering  and  all  branches  of  mechanical  construction, 
and  to  give  an  impulse  to  inventions  likely  to  be  useful  to  the 
Members  of  the  Institution  and  to  the  community  at  large. 

(b.)  To  enable  Mechanical  Engineers  to  meet  and 
to  correspond,  and  to  facilitate  the  interchange  of  ideas 
respecting  improvements  in  the  various  branches  of 
mechanical  science,  and  the  publication  and  communication 
of  information  on  such  subjects. 

(c.)  To  acquire  and  dispose  of  property  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid. 

(d.)  To  do  all  other  things  incidental  or  conducive  to 
the  attainment  of  the  above  objects  or  any  of  them. 

4th.  The  income  and  property  of  the  Association,  from  whatever 
source  derived,  shall  be  applied  solely  towards  the  promotion  of 
the  objects  of  the  Association  as  set  forth  in  this  Memorandum  of 
Association,  and  no  portion  thereof  shall  be  paid  or  transferred 
directly  or  indirectly,  by  way  of  dividend,  bonus,  or  otherwise 
howsoever,  by  way  of  profit  to  the  persons  who  at  any  time  are 
or  have  been  Members  of  the  Association,  or  to  any  of  them,  or 
to  any  person  claiming  through  any  of  them :  Provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  payment  in  good  faith 
of  remuneration  to  any  officers  or  servants  of  the  Association,  or 
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to  any  Member  of  the  Association,  or  other  person,  in  return  for 
any  services  rendered  to  the  Association,  or  prevent  the  giving  of 
privileges  to  the  Members  of  the  Association  in  attending  the 
Meetings  of  the  Association,  or  prevent  the  borrowing  of  money 
(under  such  powers  as  the  Association  and  the  Council  thereof  may 
possess)  from  any  Member  of  the  Association,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  greater  than  five  per  cent,  per  annum. 

5th.  The  fourth  paragraph  of  this  Memorandum  is  a  condition 
on  which  a  licence  is  granted  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  the 
Association  in  pursuance  of  Section  23  of  the  Companies  Act,  1867. 
For  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  evasion  of  the  terms  of  the 
said  fourth  paragraph,  the  Board  of  Trade  may  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  application  of  any  Member  of  the  Association,  impose  farther 
conditions,  which  shall  be  duly  observed  by  the  Association. 

6th.  If  the  Association  act  in  contravention  of  the  fourth 
paragraph  of  this  Memorandum,  or  of  any  such  further  conditions, 
the  liability  of  every  Member  of  the  Council  shall  be  unlimited  ; 
and  the  liability  of  every  Member  of  the  Association  who  has  received 
any  such  dividend,  bonus,  or  other  profit  as  aforesaid,  shall  likewise 
be  unlimited. 

7th.  Every  Member  of  the  Association  undertakes  to  contribute 
to  the  assets  of  the  Association  in  the  event  of  the  same  being 
wound  up  during  the  time  that  he  is  a  Member,  or  within  one 
year  afterwards,  for  payment  of  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the 
Association  contracted  before  the  time  at  which  he  ceases  to  be 
a  Member,  and  of  the  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  for  winding  up 
the  same,  and  for  the  adjustment  of  the  rights  of  the  contributories 
amongst  themselves,  such  amount  as  may  be  required  not  exceeding 
Five  Shillings,  or  in  case  of  his  liability  becoming  unlimited  such 
other  amount  as  may  be  required  in  pursuance  of  the  last  preceding 
paragraph  of  this  Memorandum. 

8th.  If  upon  the  winding  up  or  dissolution  of  the  Association 
there  remains,  after  the  satisfaction  of  all  its  debts  and  liabilities, 
any  property  whatsoever,  the  same  shall  not  be  paid  to  or  distributed 
among  the  Members  of  the  Association,  but  shall  be  given  or 
transferred  to  some  other  Institution  or  Institutions  having  objects 
similar  to  the  objects  of  the  Association,  to  be  determined  by  the 
Members  of  the  Association  at  or  before  the  time  of  dissolution;  or 
in  default  thereof,  by  such  Judge  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  as 
may  have  or  acquire  jurisdiction  in  the  matter.

INTKODUCTION. 

Whereas  au  Association  called  "  The  Institution  of  Mechanical 
Engineers"  existed  from  1847  to  1878  for  objects  similar  to  the 
objects  expressed  in  the  Memorandum  of  Association  of  the 
Association  (hereinafter  called  "  the  Institution ")  to  which  these 
Articles  apply; 

And  whereas  the  Institution  was  formed  in  1878  for  furthering 
and  extending  the  objects  of  the  former  Institution,  by  a  registered 
Association,  under  the  Companies  Acts  1862  and  1867; 

And  whereas  terms  used  in  these  Articles  are  intended  to  have 
the  same  respective  meanings  as  they  have  when  used  in  those  Acts, 
and  words  implying  the  singular  number  are  intended  to  include 
the  plural  number,  and  vice  versa ; 

Now  THEREFORE   IT   IS   HEREBY   AGREED  aS  folloWS  : 


CONSTITUTION. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  registration  the  number  of  Members  of 
the  Institution  is  unlimited. 


MEMBERS,    ASSOCIATE     MEMBERS,    GRADUATES, 

STUDENTS,  COMPANIONS,  ASSOCIATES,  AND 

HONORARY   LIFE  MEMBERS. 


2.  The  present  Members  of  the  Institution,  and  such  other 
persons  as  shall  be  admitted  in  accordance  with  these  Articles,  and 
none  others,  shall  be  Members  of  the  Institution  and  be  entered  on 
the  Register  as  such. 

3.  Any  person  may  become  a  Member  of  the  Institution  who 
shall  be  qualified  and  elected  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  shall 
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agree  to  become  such  Member,  and  shall  pay  the  Entrance  Fee  and 
first  Subscription  accordingly. 

4.-  The  qualification  and  privileges  of  Members  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  By-laws  from  time  to  time  in  force,  as  provided  by  the 
Articles. 

5.  The  election  of  Members  shaU  be  conducted  as  prescribed 
by  the  By-laws  from  time^  to  time  in  force,  as  provided  by  the 
Articles. 

6.  In  addition,  the  Institution  may  admit  such  persons  as  may 
be  qualified  and  elected  in  that  behalf  as  Associate  Members. 
Members  and  Associate  Members  whether  elected  before  or 
after  18th  February  1922  shall  be  Corporate  Members  of  the 
Institution. 

The  Institution  may  also  admit  such  persons  as  may  be  qualified 
and  elected  in  that  behalf  as  Graduates  and  Students,  also  as 
Companions,  Associates,  and  Honorary  Life  Members  respectively. 

The  Institution  may  confer  upon  all  such  persons  such  privileges 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-laws  from  time  to  time  in  force, 
as  provided  by  the  Articles.  Such  persons,  when  they  have  been 
elected  and  have  paid  the  Entrance  Fee,  if  any,  and  the  first 
Subscription,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Register  under  their  respective 
designations. 

No  Graduate,  Student,  Companion,  Associate  or  Honorary  Life 
Member  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  Corporate  Member  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Articles. 

7.  The  qualification  and  mode  of  election  or  transfer  to  other 
classes  of  Associate  Members,  Graduates,  Students,  Companions, 
Associates,  and  Honorary  Life  Members  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
By-laws  from  time  to  time  in  force,  as  provided  by  the  Articles. 

8.  The  rights  and  privileges  of  every  Member,  Associate  Member, 
Graduate,  Student,  Companion,  Associate,  or  Honorary  Life  Member 
sh,all  be  personal  to  hiniself,  and  shall  not  be  transferable  or 
transmissible  by  his  own  act  or  by  operation  of  law. 
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ENTRANCE  FEES  AND  SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

9.  The  Entrance  Fees  and  Subscriptions  of  Members,  Associate 
Members,  Graduates,  Students,  Companions,  and  Associates  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  By-laws  from  time  to  time  in  force,  as  provided 
by  the  Articles. 

EXPULSION. 

10.  If  any  Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate,  Student, 
Companion,  or  Associate  shall  leave  his  Subscription  in  arrear  for 
two  years,  and  shall  fail  to  pay  such  arrears  within  three  months 
after  a  written  application  has  been  sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary, 
hie  name  may  he  struck  off  the  Register  by  the  Council  at  any  time 
afterwards,  and  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  have  any  rights  as  a 
Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate,  Student,  Companion,  or 
Associate,  but  he  shall  nevertheless  continue  liable  to  pay  the  arrears 
of  Subscription  due  at  the  time  of  his  name  being  so  struck  off: 
provided  always  that  this  regulation  shall  not  be  construed  to 
compel  the  Council  to  remove  any  name,  if  they  shall  be  satisfied 
the  same  ought  to  be  retained. 

11.  The  Council  may  refuse  to  continue  to  receive  the 
Subscriptions  of  any  person  who  shall  have  wilfully  acted  in 
contravention  of  the  regulations  of  the  Institution,  or  who  shall 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  have  been  guilty  of  such  conduct 
as  shall  have  rendered  him  unfit  to  continue  to  belong  to  the 
Institution ;  and  may  remove  his  name  from  the  Register,  and  he 
shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate, 
Student,  Companion,  or  Associate  (as  the  case  may  be)  of  the 
Institution. 

GENERAL   MEETINGS. 

12.  The  General  Meetings  shall  consist  of  the  Ordinary  Meetings, 
the  Annual  General  Meeting,  and  of  Special  Meetings  as  hereinafter 
defined. 

13.  The  Annual  General  Meeting  shall  take  place  in  London  in  one 
of  the  first  four  months  of  every  year.  The  Ordinary  Meetings  shall 
take  place  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Council  shall  determine. 

14.  A  Special  Meeting  may  be  convened  at  any  time  by  the 
Council,  and  shall  be  convened  by  them  whenever  a  requisition 
signed  by  twenty  Corporate  Members  of  the  Institution,  specifying 
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the  object  of  the  Meeting,  is  left  with  the  Secretary.  If  for  fourteen 
days  after  the  delivery  of  such  requisition  a  Meeting  be  not  convened 
in  accordance  therewith,  the  Requisitionists  or  any  twenty  Corporate 
Members  of  the  Institution  may  convene  a  Special  Meeting  in 
accordance  with  the  requisition.  All  Special  Meetings  shall  be  held 
in  London. 

15.  Seven  clear  days*  notice  of  every  Meeting,  specifying  generally 
the  nature  of  any  special  business  to  be  transacted  at  any  Meeting, 
Bhall  be  given  to  every  person  on  the  Register  of  the  Institution,  except 
as  provided  by  Article  35,  and  no  other  special  business  shall  be 
transacted  at  such  Meeting  ;  but  the  non-receipt  of  such  notice  shall 
not  invalidate  the  proceedings  of  such  Meeting.  No  notice  of  the 
business  to  be  transacted  shall  be  required  in  the  absence  of 
special  business. 

16.  Special  business  shall  include  all  business  for  transaction  at 
a  Special  Meeting,  and  all  business  for  transaction  at  every  other 
Meeting,  with  the  exception  of  the  reading  and  confirmation  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  previous  Meeting,  and  the  reading  and  discussion 
of  communications  as  prescribed  by  the  By-laws,  or  by  any  regulations 
of  the  Council  made  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws. 

PROCEEDINGS  AT   GENERAL   MEETINGS. 

17.  Twenty  Corporate  Members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  a  Meeting  other  than  a  Special  Meeting.  Thirty 
Corporate  Members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  a 
Special  Meeting. 

18.  If  within  thirty  minutes  after  the  time  fixed  for  holding  the 
Meeting  a  quorum  is  not  present,  the  Meeting  shall  be  dissolved,  and 
all  matters  which  might,  if  a  quorum  had  been  present,  have  been 
done  at  a  Meeting  (other  than  a  Special  Meeting)  so  dissolved,  may 
forthwith  be  done  on  behalf  of  the  Meeting  by  the  Council. 

19.  The  President  shall  be  Chairman  at  every  Meeting,  and  in 
his  absence  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents ;  and  in  the  absence  of  all 
Vice-Presidents  a  Member  of  Council  shall  take  the  chair ;  and  if 
no  Member  of  Council  be  present  and  willing  to  take  the  chair,  the 
Meeting  shall  elect  a  Chairman. 

20.  The  decision  of  a  General  Meeting  shall  be  ascertained 
by  show  of  hands,  unless,  after  the  show  of  hands,  a  poll  is 
forthwith;  demanded ;    and  by  a  poll,  when  so  demanded.      Only

Corporate  Members  present  in  person  at  the  Meeting  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote,  and  each  Corporate  Member  shall  have  one  vote 
and  no  more.  The  manner  of  taking  a  show  of  hands  or  a  poll 
shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Chairman  ;  and  an  entry  in  the 
Minutes,  signed  by  the  Chairman,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of 
the  decision  of  the  General  Meeting.  In  case  of  equality  of  votes 
the  Chairman  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote.  Provided  that  this 
Article  shall  not  interfere  with  the  provisions  of  the  By-laws  as  to 
election  by  Ballot  Lists. 

21.  The  acceptance  or  rejection  of  votes  by  the  Chairman  shall 
be  conclusive  for  the  purpose  of  the  decision  of  the  matter  in  respect 
of  which  the  votes  are  tendered :  provided  that  the  Chairman  may 
review  his  decision  at  the  same  Meeting,  if  any  error  be  then  pointed 
out  to  him. 

BY-LAWS. 

22.  The  By-laws  set  forth  in  the  schedule  to  these  Articles,  and 
such  altered  and  additional  By-laws  as  shall  be  substituted  or  added 
as  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  regulate  all  matters  by  the  Articles 
left  to  be  prescribed  by  the  By-laws  and  all  matters  which 
consistently  with  the  Articles  shall  be  made  the  subject  of  By-laws. 
Alterations  in,  and  additions  to,  the  By-laws  may  be  made  only  by 
resolution  of  the  Corporate  Members  at  any  General  Meeting,  after 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  addition  has  been  announced  at 
the  previous  General  Meeting,  and  not  otherwise. 

COUNCIL. 

23.  The  Council  of  the  Institution  shall  consist  of  one  President 
and  six  Vice-Presidents  (who  shall  be  chosen  from  the  Members 
only),  twenty-one  Ordinary  Members  of  Council  (who  shall  be  chosen 
from  the  Corporate  Members  and  of  whom  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  seven  shall  be  Associate  Members),  not  more  than  four 
Past- Presidents,  and  not  more  than  three  Past- Vice-Presidents,  to 
whom  may  be  co-opted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council  the 
Chairman  of  any  Local  Branch  of  the  Institution  constituted  in 
accordance  with  the  By-laws  while  holding  office. 

The  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  and  seven  Ordinary  Members 
of  Council  shall  retire  at  each  Annual  General  Meeting,  but  shall 
be  eligible  for  re-election. 

The  Vice-Presidents  and  Ordinary  Members  of  Council  to  retire 

v  2 
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each  year  shall,  unless  the  Conncil  agree  otherwise  among  them- 
selves, be  chosen  from  those  who  have  been  longest  in  office,  and  in 
cases  of  equal  seniority  shall  be  determined  by  Ballot. 

The  Past-Presidents,  the  Past-Vice-Presidents,  and  the  Chairmen 
of  Local  Branches  to  serve  upon  the  Council  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  Council.  They  shall  retire  at  each  Annual  General 
Meeting,  but  shall  be  eligible  for  re-appointment. 

23a.  All  Vice-Presidents  who  have  served  as  such  for  a  total 
number  of  eight  years  shall  at  the  next  following  Annual  General 
Meeting  cease  to  be  Vice-Presidents  and  shall  become  Past- Vice- 
Presidents,  and  other  Vice-Presidents  who  have  so  served  for  a  total 
number  of  six  years  may  be  appointed  by  the  Council  to  be  Past- 
Vice-Presidents  and  shall  on  being  so  appointed  cease  to  be  Vice- 
Presidents.  No  Past- Vice-President  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office 
of  President. 

24.  The  election  of  a  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Ordinary 
Members  of  Council,  to  fill  the  vacancies  on  the  Council  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting,  shall  be  conducted  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  By-laws  from  time  to  time  in  force,  as  provided 
by  the  Articles. 

25.  The  Council  may  fill  any  casual  vacancy  in  the  Council 
(including  any  casual  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President)  which  shall 
occur  between  one  Annual  General  Meeting  and  another ;  and  the 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  or  Members  of  Council  so  appointed  by 
the  Council  shall  retire  at  the  succeeding  Annual  General  Meeting. 
Vacancies  not  filled  up  at  any  such  Meeting  shall  be  deemed  to  bo 
casual  vacancies  within  the  meaning  of  this  Article. 


OFFICERS. 

26.  The  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  other  employes  of  the 
Institution  shall  be  appointed  and  removed  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  By-laws  from  time  to  time  in  force,  as  provided  by  the 
Articles.  Subject  to  the  express  provisions  of  the  By-laws,  the 
officers  and  servants  of  the  Institution  shall  be  appointed  and 
removed  by  the  Council. 

27.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution  shall, 
subject  to  any  express  provision  in  the  By-laws,  be  determined  by 
the  Council. 
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POWERS  AND  PROCEDURE  OF  COUNCIL. 

28.  The  Council  may  regulate  their  own  procedure,  and  delegate 
any  of  their  powers  and  discretions  to  any  one  or  more  of  their  body, 
and  may  determine  their  own  quorum:  if  no  other  number  is 
prescribed,  three  Members  of  Council  shall  form  a  quorum. 

29.  The  Council  shall  manage  the  property,  proceedings,  and 
affairs  of  the  Institution,  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  from  time 
to  time  in  force. 

30.  The  Treasurer  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  invest 
in  the  name  of  the  Institution  any  moneys  not  immediately  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Institution  in  or  upon  any  of  the  following 
investments  (that  is  to  say)  : — 

(a)  The  Public  Funds,  or  Government  Stocks  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  or  of  any  Foreign  or  Colonial  Government 
guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

(b)  Real  or  Leasehold  Securities,  or  in  the  purchase  of  real 
or  leasehold  properties  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland. 

(o)  Debentures,  Debenture  Stock,  or  Guaranteed  or  Preference 
Stock,  of  any  Company  incorporated  by  special  Act  of 
Parliament,  the  ordinary  Shareholders  whereof  shall  at 
the  time  of  such  investment  be  in  actual  receipt  of  half- 
yearly  or  yearly  dividends. 

(d)  Stocks,  Shares,  Debentures,  or  Debenture  Stock  of  any 
Railway,  Canal,  or  other  Company,  the  undertaking 
whereof  is  leased  to  any  Railway  Company  at  a  fixed 
or  fixed  minimum  rent. 

(e)  Stocks,  Shares,  or  Debentures  of  any  East  Indian  Railway 
or  other  Company,  which  shall  receive  a  contribution 
from  His  Majesty's  East  Indian  Government  of  a  fixed 
annual  percentage  on  their  capital,  or  be  guaranteed  a 
fixed  annual  dividend  by  the  same  Government. 

(p)  The  security  of  rates  levied  by  any  corporate  body 
empowered  to  borrow  money  on  the  security  of  rates, 
where  such  borrowing  has  been  duly  authorised  by 
Act  of  Parliament. 

31.  The  Council  may,  with  the  authority  of  a  resolution  of  the 
Corporate  Members  in  General  Meeting,  borrow  moneys  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Institution  on  the  security  of  the  property  of  the 
Institution,  or  otherwise  at  their  discretion. 


370  ARTICLES   OF   ASSOCIATION.  1»22. 

32.  No  act  done  by  the  Conncil,  whether  ultra  vires  or  not, 
which  shall  receive  the  express  or  implied  sanction  of  the  Corporate 
Members  in  General  Meeting,  shall  be  afterwards  impeached  by 
any  member  of  the  Institution  on  any  ground  whatsoever,  but  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  an  act  of  the  Institution. 

NOTICES. 

33.  A  notice  may  be  served  by  the  Council  upon  any  Member, 
Associate  Member,  Graduate,  Student,  Companion,  Associate,  or 
Honorary  Life  Member,  either  personally  or  by  sending  it  through 
the  post  in  a  prepaid  letter  addressed  to  him  at  his  registered  place 
of  abode. 

34.  Any  notice,  if  served  by  post,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
served  at  the  time  when  the  letter  containing  the  same  would  be 
delivered  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  post ;  and  in  proving  such 
service  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  prove  that  the  letter  containing  the 
notice  was  properly  addressed  and  put  into  the  post  office. 

35.  No  Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate,  Student, 
Companion,  Associate,  or  Honorary  Life  Member,  not  having  a 
registered  address  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  shall  be  entitled  to 
any  notice ;  and  all  proceedings  may  be  had  and  taken  without 
notice  to  such  member,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  had  due 
notice.

MEMBERS. 

1.  No  Candidate  who  has  not  passed  the  qualifying  Examination 
for  Associate  Membership  shall  be  elected  a  Member,  or  transferred 
to  the  class  of  Members,  until  he  is  35  years  of  age ;  but  a  Candidate 
who  has  passed  the  qualifying  Examination  for  Associate  Membership 
may  be  elected  or  transferred  to  the  class  of  Members  on  attaining 
the  age  of  30  years.  And  every  Candidate  for  election  or  transference 
to  the  class  of  Members  shall  produce  evidence,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Council,  either — 
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I.     That  he— 

(a)  Has  received  a  good  general  and  scientific  education  ; 

(b)  Has  been  regularly  trained  as,  or  has  had  sufficient 

practical  experience  as,  a  Mechanical  Engineer; 
and 

(c)  Has  been   engaged    for   a   sufficient   period   in   an 

important  position  of  independent  responsibility 
in  the  direction  of  engineering  work  : 
Provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  Candidate  being  35  years 
of  age  or  upwards  the  Council  may,  if  they  so 
determine,  require  him  before  he  is  elected  a 
Member  either  to  have  passed  such  portion  of 
the  Associate  Membership  Examination  as  is 
prescribed  for  such  Candidate  by  the  Council's 
Examination  Kules  for  the  time  being  in  force 
or  to  have  submitted  a  satisfactory  Thesis  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  such  Rules. 

Or  II.    That  he— 

Has  attained  to  a  position  of  such  eminence  in  the 
profession,  or  in  the  direction  of  engineering 
work,  as  to  qualify  him,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Council,  for  the  distinction  of  Membership. 


ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS. 

2.  No  Candidate   shall    be    elected    an    Associate    Member,   or 
transferred  to  the  class  of  Associate  Members,  unless  either — 

(A)  Being  at  least  27  years  of  age,  he  has  passed  the  Associate 

Membership  Examination  prescribed  by  the  Council's 
Examination  Rules  for  the  time  being  or  such  other 
exempting  Examination  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
approved  by  the  Council  under  such  Rules,  and  has  also 
produced  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council 
that  he  has  been  regularly  trained  as  a  Mechanical 
Engineer,  has  had  sufficient  practical  experience  in 
the  direction  or  design  of  engineering  work,  and  is 
following  the  profession  of  Engineering,  or 

(B)  Being  33  years  of  age  or  upwards,  ho  shall  have  produced 

evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council  either — 
I.     That  he— 

(a)    Has  received  a  good  general  education 
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(b)  Has  been  regularly  trained  as  a  Mechanical  Engineer ; 

and 

(c)  Has  had  subsequent  employment  for  at  least  one 

year  in  a  responsible  position  in  the  direction  or 
design  of  engineering  work,  and  is  actually  so 
engaged     at    the    time     of    his     proposal     for 
Election : 
Or  ir.  That  he— 

(d)  Has  received  a  good  general  and  scientific  education  ; 

(e)  Has    had     sufficient    practical    experience    as    a 

Mechanical  Engineer ;  and 

(f)  Has  had  subsequent  employment  for  at  least  one  year 

in  a  responsible  position  in  the  direction  or  design 
of  engineering  work,  and  is  actually  so  engaged 
at  the  time  of  his  proposal  for  Election. 

Provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  Candidate  being  33  years  of  age 
or  upwards  the  Council  may,  if  they  so  determine,  require 
him  before  he  is  elected  an  Associate  Member  either  to 
have  passed  such  portion  of  the  Associate  Membership 
Examination  as  is  prescribed  for  such  Candidate  by  the 
Council's  Examination  Rules  for  the  time  being  in  force  or 
to  have  submitted  a  satisfactory  Thesis  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  such  Rules. 

GRADUATES. 

3.  A  Graduate  shall  be  a  person  not  under  21  years  of  age,  who 
has  passed  the  Associate  Membership  Examination  prescribed  by 
the  Council's  Examination  Rules  for  the  time  being  or  such  other 
exempting  Examination  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  approved  by 
the  Council  under  such  Rules,  and  has  satisfied  the  Council  that  he 
has  received,  or  is  receiving,  sufficient  regular  training  as  a 
Mechanical  Engineer  to  fit  him  for  employment  as  a  Mechanical 
Engineer.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Graduate,  or  transferred  to 
the  class  of  Graduates,  after  the  completion  of  his  thirtieth  year. 

STUDENTS. 

3a.  a  Student  shall  be  a  person  not  under  16  years  of  age,  who 
has  passed  the  Studentship  Examination  prescribed  by  the  Council's 
Examination  Rules  for  the  time  being  or  such  other  exempting 
Examination  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  approved  by  the  Council 
under  such  Rules,  and /or  has  satisfied  the  Council  that  he  is  receiving 
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regular  training  as  a  Mechanical  Engineer  or,  that  he  is  receiving 
full  time  instruction  in  an  Engineering  School  or  College,  and  has 
received  or  intends  to  obtain  regular  training  as  a  Mechanical 
Engineer.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Student  after  the 
completion  of  his  twenty- fifth  year.  A  Student  may  not  remain 
as  such  after  the  completion  of  his  thirtieth  year. 

3b.  The  Council  shall  transfer,  in  accordance  with  By-laws  3 
and  3a,  all  persons  who  on  the  1st  day  of  January  1922  were 
registered  as  Graduates  of  the  Institution  into  the  classes  of 
Graduates  or  Students,  and  all  Graduates  so  transferred  into  the 
class  of  Students  shall  thereupon  become  Students  in  lieu  of 
Graduates  of  the  Institution. 

COMPANIONS. 

4.  A  Companion  shall  be  a  person  of  at  least  40  years  of  age, 
who  desires  to  promote  the  science  of  Mechanical  Engineering  and 
has,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  attained  a  position  of  distinction 
and  independent  responsibility,  but  is  not  eligible  for  Corporate 
Membership  of  the  Institution. 

ASSOCIATES. 

4a.  An  Associate  shall  be  a  person  of  at  least  25  years  of  age, 
who  desires  to  promote  the  science  of  Mechanical  Engineering  and 
holds  a  position  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  renders 
him  eligible  for  Associateship,  but  is  not  eligible  for  Corporate 
Membership  of  the  Institution. 


TRANSFERENCE. 

5.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Council,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  By-laws,  a  properly  qualified  person  may,  on 
application,  be  transferred  from  one  class  of  membership  to 
another. 

HONORARY  LIFE  MEMBERS. 

6.  The  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  as  Honorary 
Life  Members  persons  of  eminent  scientific  attainments. 
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PBIVILEGES  OF   MEMBERSHIP. 

7.  A  Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate,  Student, 
Companion,  Associate  or  Honorary  Life  Member  shall  have  the 
privilege  to  attend  all  Meetings ;  but  only  Corporate  Members 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat. 

8.  The  abbreviated  distinctive  Titles  for  indicating  the  connexion 
with  the  Institution  of  a  Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate, 
Student,  Companion,  Associate  or  Honorary  Life  Member  thereof, 
shall  be  the  following : — For  a  Member,  M.I.Mech.E. ;  for  an 
Associate  Member,  A.M.I.Mech.E. ;  for  a  Graduate,  G.I.Mech.E. ; 
for  a  Student,  S.I.Mech.E. ;  for  a  Companion,  C.I.Mech.E. ;  for 
an  Associate,  A.I.Mech.E. ;  for  an  Honorary  Life  Member, 
Hon.M.I.Mech.E. 

9.  Subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Council  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe,  any  Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate,  Companion 
or  Associate  may,  upon  application  to  the  Secretary,  obtain  a 
Certificate  of  his  admission  to  his  class  of  membership  in  the 
Institution. 

9a.  The  Council  shall  cause  to  be  held  Examinations  for 
Candidates  seeking  to  become  Members,  Associate  Members, 
Graduates,  and  Students,  in  the  cases  in  which  Examinations  are 
or  may  be  required,  and  shall  consider  and  adjudicate  upon  Theses 
submitted  by  Candidates  seeking  to  become  Members  or  Associate 
Members. 

The  Council  shall  also  frame  and  publish  Rules  consistent  with 
these  By-laws  for  such  Examinations  and  the  preparation  and 
submission  of  Theses,  defining  the  cases  and  circumstances  under 
which  they  shall  be  held  or  submitted,  the  periods  and  places  for 
holding  or  submitting  them,  the  subjects  to  be  comprised,  and 
the  fees  to  be  paid  or  deposited  by  Candidates. 

Such  Rules  shall  include  the  list  of  Examinations  held  by  other 
bodies,  the  passing  of  which  will  exempt  a  Candidate  from  being 
required  to  pass  the  Associate  Membership  Examination  or  any 
portion  thereof  or  the  Studentship  Examination  respectively. 

The  Council  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  vary  or 
rescind  any  such  Rules  and  to  make  any  such  other  Rules  in 
connexion  with  matters  dealt  with  by  this  By-law  as  may, 
consistently  with  these  By-laws,  be  necessary  or  desirable. 
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ENTRANCE  FEES  AND  SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

10.  Each  Member  if  resident  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  shall 
pay  an  Annual  Subscription  of  £4,  and  if  not  so  resident  £3.  And 
every  Member  shall  pay  on  election  an  Entrance  Fee  of  £5. 

1 1 .  Each  Associate  Member  if  resident  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland 
shall  pay  an  Annual  Subscription  of  <£3,  and  if  not  so  resident 
£2  lOs.  And  every  Associate  Member  shall  pay  on  election  an 
Entrance  Fee  of  £2  10s. 

12.  Each  Graduate  shall  pay  until  the  31st  December  next 
succeeding  the  completion  of  his  thirtieth  year,  an  Annual 
Subscription  of  £2  10s.  if  resident  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland, 
and  if  not  so  resident,  £2,  and  after  that  date  the  same 
Subscription  as  an  Associate  Member.  And  every  Graduate  shall 
pay  on  election  an  Entrance  Fee  of  .£1. 

12a.  Each  Student  shall  pay  until  the  31st  December  next 
succeeding  the  completion  of  his  twenty-sixth  year  an  Annual 
Subscription  of  £1  10s.,  and  after  that  date  the  same  Subscription 
as  a  Gi-aduate.  No  Entrance  Fee  shall  be  required  from  a  Student 
on  his  election. 

13.  Each  Companion  if  resident  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland 
shall  pay  an  Annual  Subscription  of  £4,  and  if  not  so  resident,  X3, 
and  every  Companion  shall  pay  on  election  an  Entrance  Fee  of  £5. 

13a.  Each  Associate  if  resident  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  shall 
pay  an  Annual  Subscription  of  .£3,  and  if  not  so  resident,  £2  10s., 
and  every  Associate  shall  pay  on  election  an  Entrance  Fee  of  .£2  10«. 

13b.  Each  person  transferred  from  one  class  of  membership  to 
another  shall  pay  on  transference  the  balance  (if  any)  of  the 
Subscription  proper  to  the  class  to  which  he  is  transferred  for 
the  current  year,  together  with  the  difference  (if  any)  between  the 
Entrance  Fee  proper  to  the  class  to  which  he  is  transferred  and 
the  Entrance  Fee  proper  to  the  class  from  which  he  is  transferred. 

Provided  that  no  Entrance  Fee  shall  be  required  from  a  Student 
on  transference  to  the  class  of  Graduates. 

13c.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  these  By-laws 
any  person  who  was  registered  as  an  Associate  of  the  Institution 
on  the  Ist  day  of  January  1922  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any 
additional  Entrance  Fee  on  being  transferred  to  the  class  of 
Companions  or  Members. 
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14.  All  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance,  and  shall 
become  due  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  each  year;  and  the  first 
Subscription  of  each  Member,  Associate  Member^  Graduate,  Student, 
Oompanion,  and  Associate,  shall  date  from  the  1st  day  of  January 
in  the  year  of  his  election,  and  shall,  except  in  the  cases  provided  for 
by  By-law  15,  entitle  him  to  the  Proceedings  published  during  that 
year. 

15.  In  the  case  of  each  Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate, 
Student,  Companion,  or  Associate,  elected  in  the  last  three  months 
of  any  year,  the  first  Subscription  shall  cover  both  the  year  of 
Election  and  the  succeeding  year,  but  shall  only  entitle  the  person 
elected  to  the  Proceedings  published  after  his  Election. 

16.  Any  Member,  Associate  Member,  Companion,  or  Associate, 
whose  Subscription  is  not  in  arrear,  may  at  any  time  compound  for  his 
Subscription  for  the  current  and  all  future  years  by  the  payment  of 
Sixty  Pounds,  if  paid  in  any  one  of  the  first  five  years  of  his 
membership.  If  paid  subsequently,  the  sum  of  Sixty  Pounds  shall 
be  reduced  by  One  Pound  per  annum  for  every  year  of  membership 
after  five  years.  All  compositions  shall  be  deemed  to  be  capital 
moneys  of  the  Institution. 

17.  No  Proceedings  or  Ballot  Lists  or  Certificates  shall  be  sent  to 
Members,  Associate  Members,  Graduates,  Studente,  Companions,  or 
Associates,  who  are  in  arrear  with  their  Subscriptions  more  than 
twelve  months,  except  as  provided  by  By-law  18. 

18.  The  Council  may  at  their  discretion  reduce  or  remit  the 
Annual  Subscription,  or  the  arrears  of  Annual  Subscription,  of  any 
Corporate  Member  who  shall  have  been  a  subscribing  Corporate 
Member  of  the  Institution  for  tw  enty  years,  and  shall  have  become 
unable  to  oontinuo  the  Annual  Subscription  provided  by  these 
By-Jaws. 

Provided  that  the  Council  may  for  special  reasons  exercise 
their  discretion  under  this  By-law  in  the  case  of  Corporate 
Members  who  shall  have  been  subscribing  Corporate  Members 
of  the  Institution  for  less  than  twenty  years. 

Corporate  Members  whose  Subsariptions  have  been  reduced  or 
remitted  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  Ballot  Lists,  Certificates,  and  Notices  of  the  Institution,  but 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  Proceedings  of  the  Institution 
unless  the  Council  shall  specially  decide  otherwise. 


\ 
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If  the  Council  shall  be  satisfied  that  any  Member,  Associate 
Member,  Graduate,  Companion,  or  Associate,  has  resigned  his 
membership,  or  has  been  struck  oflf  the  Register,  on  account  of 
financial  difficulty,  the  Council  may  at  their  discretion  remit  his 
Entrance  Fee  on  re-election. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS,   ASSOCIATE   MEMBERS, 

GRADUATES,  STUDENTS,  COMPANIONS,  AND 

ASSOCIATES,    AND    TRANSFERS. 

19.  Every  proposal  for  Election  or  for  Transference  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  Forms  to  be  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Council,  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  lay  it 
before  the  Council. 

20.  A  list  containing  the  full  name,  designation  or  occupation^ 
business  address,  and  names  of  the  Proposer  and  Seconder  of  every 
Candidate  for  Election,  together  with  similar  but  separate  lists  of 
applicants  for  transference  from  one  class  of  membership  to  another, 
shall  be  published  in  the  Institution  Journal  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  proposal  or  application  forms  shall  have  been  received  by 
the  Secretary. 

21  and  22.  After  the  lapse  of  at  least  one  month  from  the  date 
of  such  publication,  during  which  any  Corporate  Member  may 
communicate  by  letter  with  the  Secretary  respecting  the  qualifications 
or  character  of  any  Candidate  or  Applicant,  the  proposals  and 
applications  and  all  communications  relative  thereto  shall  be 
considered  by  the  Council,  who  shall  elect  or  transfer  the 
Candidate  or  Applicant  into  such  class,  if  any,  as  they  may  decide. 

23.  When  a  Candidate  is  elected,  the  Secretary  shall  give  him 
notice  thereof  in  a  Form  to  be  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Council ;  but  his  name  shall  not  be  added  to  the  Register  of  the 
Institution  until  he  shall  have  paid  his  Entrance  Fee  and  first 
Annual  Subscription.  When  an  application  for  Transference  has 
been  approved  by  the  Council,  the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  same  to 
the  Candidate  in  a  Form  to  bo  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Council ;  but  his  name  shall  not  be  transferred  in  the  Register  of 
the  Institution  until  he  shall  have  paid  the  additional  Entrance 
Fee  (if  any),  and  the  additional  Subscription  (if  any)  for  the  current 
year. 

24.  In  case  of  non-Election,  no  mention  thereof  shall  be  made  in 
the  Minutes  of  any  General  Meeting. 
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25.  Provided  always  that  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  By-laws,  if  the  Council  shall  be  satisfied  that  any  Member, 
Associate  Member,  Graduate,  or  Associate,  has  during  the  War 
commenced  in  August  1914  resigned  his  membership,  or  has  been 
struck  off  the  Register,  on  account  of  financial  difficulty  due  to  the 
War,  he  may  be  re-elected  by  the  Council  as  a  member  in  the  class 
of  membership  in  which  he  was  previously  to  the  War. 


ELECTION  OF  PEESIDENT,  VICE-PRESIDENTS, 
AND  MEMBERS  OF   COUNCIL. 

26.  At  the  General  Meeting  preceding  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  the  Council  shall  present  a  list  of  Corporate  Members  for 
election  to  the  Council.  Any  Corporate  Member  shall  then  be 
entitled  to  add  to  the  list  of  Candidates.  A  Ballot  List  of  the 
proposed  names  shall  be  forwarded  to  each  Corporate  Member. 

26a.  Each  Corporate  Member  voting  shall  erase  sufficient 
names  from  the  Ballot  List  to  reduce  the  names  on  the  Ballot  List 
to  not  more  nor  less  than  the  respective  numbers  of  vacancies  in 
the  various  classes  which  shall  be  indicated  on  the  Ballot  List. 
Any  Ballot  List  which  is  not  made  in  accordance  with  this  By-law 
shall  be  rejected. 

26b.  The  Ballot  Lists  shall  be  opened  only  on  the  day  of  the 
Annual  General  Meeting,  in  the  presence  of  the  Council,  by  a 
Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

APPOINTMENT  AND   DUTIES   OF  OFFICERS. 

27.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  a  Banker,  and  shall  hold  the 
uninvested  funds  of  the  Institution,  except  the  moneys  in  the  hands 
of  the  Secretary  for  current  expenses.  He  shall  be  appointed,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Council,  by  the  Corporate  Members  at 
a  General  Meeting,  and  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Council. 

28.  Thd  Secretary  of  the  Insiitntion  shall  be  appointed,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Council,  as  and  when  a  vacancy 
occurs,  by  the  Corpomte  Members  at  a  General  Meeting,  and  shall 
be  removable  by  the  Council  upon  six  months'  notice  from  any  day. 
The  Secretary  shall  give  the,  same  notice.      The  Secretary   shall 
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devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  the   Institution,  and 
shall  not  engage  in  any  other  business  or. profession. 

29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Council,  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Institution  ; 
to  attend  all  Meetings  of  the  Institution,  and  of  the  Council,  and  of 
Committees ;  to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  such  Meetings ; 
to  read  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  Meetings,  and  all  communications 
that  he  may  be  ordered  to  read ;  to  superintend  the  publication  of 
such  Papers  as  the  Council  may  direct;  to  have  the  charge  of  the 
Institution  building  and  library;  to  direct  the  collection  of  the 
Subscriptions,  and  the  preparation  of  the  account  of  expenditure  of 
the  funds ;  and  to  present  all  accounts  to  the  Council  for  inspection 
and  approval.  He  shall  also  engage  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Council),  and  be  responsible  for,  all  persons  employed  under  him, 
and  set  them  their  portions  of  work  and  duties.  He  shall  conduct 
the  ordinary  business  of  the  Institution,  in  accordance  with  the 
Articles  and  By-laws  and  the  directions  of  the  President  and 
Council;  and  shall  refer  to  the  President  in  any  matters  of 
difficulty  or  importance,  requiring  immediate  decision. 

30.  The  Auditor  shall  be  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Chartered 
Accountants,  and  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Corporate 
Members  at  a  General  Meeting,  at  a  remuneration  to  be  then  fixed  by 
the  Corporate  Members.  The  yearly  accounts,  after  being  duly 
audited,  shall  be  presented  by  the  Council  to  the  Annual  General 
Meeting. 


MEETINGS. 

31.  Every  Paper  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval, 
and  after  approval  shall  be  read  at  a  Meeting,  or  shall  be  printed 
in  the  Proceedings  without  having  been  read  at  a  Meeting,  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  Council. 

32.  The  proceedings  at  the  General  Meetings  shall,  as  far  as 
practicable,  conform  to  the  following  order : — 

Ist.  The  Chair  shall  be  taken  at  such  hour  as  the  Council 

may  direct. 
2nd.  The  Minutes  of  the  previous  Meeting  shall  be  read  by 

the  Secretary,  and,  after  being  approved  as  correct,  shall 

be  signed  by  the  Chairman. 
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3rd.  Papers  approved  by  the  Council  shall  be  read  by  the 
Secretary,  or  by  the  Author,  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Council. 

33.  Each  Corporate  Member  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
introducing  one  friend  to  any  of  the  General  Meetings ;  but,  during 
such  portion  of  any  Meeting  as  may  be  devoted  to  any  business 
connected  with  the  management  of  the  Institution,  Visitors  may  be 
requested  by  the  Chairman  to  withdraw,  if  any  Corporate  Member 
asks  that  this  shall  be  done. 

34.  Every  Member,  Associate  Member,  Graduate,  Student, 
Companion,  Associate,  or  Visitor,  shall  write  his  name  and  residence 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  on  entering  each  Meeting. 

35.  The  discussion  upon  any  Paper  may  be  adjourned  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Chairman. 

36.  Seven  clear  days'  notice  at  least  shall  be  given  of  every 
Meeting  of  the  Council.  Such  notice  shall  specify  generally  the 
business  to  be  transacted  by  the  Meeting.  No  business  involving 
the  expenditure  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution  (except  by  way  of 
payment  of  current  salaries  and  accounts)  shall  be  transacted  at 
any  Council  Meeting  unless  specified  in  the  notice  convening  the 
Meeting. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

37.  The  President  shall  ex  officio  be  a  Member  of  all  Committees 
of  the  Council. 

38.  All  Communications  to  the  Institution,  unless  declined 
by  the  Council  or  not  published  by  the  Institution  within  twelve 
months,  together  with  the  copyright  therein,  shall  be  the  property 
of  the  Institution. 

The  Council  in  such  cases  as  they  may  think  fit  shall  have 
power  to  release  or  surrender  their  rights  in  respect  of  any  such 
Communication."  The  right  of  publishing  all  such  Communications 
and  the  reports  of  the  proceedings  and  discussions  at  Meetings  of 
the  Institution  and  of  the  Local  Branches  shall  be  reserved  to  the 
Council  who  may  as  they  think  fit  give  their  consent  to  publication 
in  approved  cases. 

39.  None  of  the  property  of  the  Institution  shall  bo  taken 
out  of  the  premises  of  the  Institution  without  the  consent  of  the 
Council. 
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40  &  41.  Advance  copies  of  Papers  to  be  ^read  at  the  Meetings 
may  be  sent  to  members  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

42.  All  Books,  Drawings,  Communications,  etc.,  shall  be  accessible 
to  the  members  of  the  Institution  at  all  reasonable  times. 

43.  Graduates  and  Associates  elected  prior  to  1893  shall, 
notwithstanding  anything  in  these  By-laws  contained,  retain  the 
privileges  set  out  in  the  By-laws  as  revised  in  January  1890. 

LOCAL  BRANCHES. 

44.  Local  Branches  of  the  Institution  may  be  formed  by  the 
Council,  consisting  of  Members,  Associate  Members,  Graduates, 
Students,  Companions  and  Associates  of  the  Institution,  in  such 
local  centres  as  afford  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Council: — 

(a)  of  a  demand  for  the  formation  of  a  Local  Branch  on  the 

part  of  Corporate  Members  resident  in  the  locality  and 

(b)  that  a  Local  Branch  if  formed  will  be  so  adocjuately 
supported  and  of  such  use  to  the  Members,  Associate 
Members,  Graduates,  Students,  Companions  and 
Associates  in  the  locality  that  the  Council  will  be 
justified  in  appropriating  funds  of  the  Institution 
towards  its  support. 

46.  The  proposal  for  the  formation  of  a  Local  Branch  shall  be 
by  petition  of  the  Corporate  Members  resident  in  the  locality.  Such 
petition,  together  with  the  evidence  as  to  the  probable  support  and 
usefulness  of  the  proposed  Branch,  shall  be  brought  before  and 
considered  by  the  Council,  and  if  they  decide  that  the  Branch  shall 
be  formed,  a  first  Meeting  of  the  Members,  Associate  Members, 
Graduates,  Students,  Companions  and  Associates  resident  in  the 
locality  shall  be  convened  by  written  notice  specifying  generally 
the  nature  of  the  business  to  be  transacted.  This  Meeting  shall 
be  under  the  chairmanship  of  a  Member  of  the  Council. 

46.  A  Chairman  of  the  Branch  (chosen  from  the  Members  only) 
and  a  Committee  (chosen  from  the  Corporate  Members)  for  the 
management  of  the  loca,l  affiairs  of  the  Branch  shall  be  appointed 
by  resolution  of  the  Corporate  Members  resident  in  the  locality  at 
the  first  Meeting  of  the  Branch.  The  Chairman  and  at  least  one- 
third  of  the  Committee  shall  retire  at  each  subsequent  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Branch  but  shall  bo  eligible  for  re-election.  Casual 
vacancies  in  the  office  of  Chairman  or  in  the  Committee  may  be  filled  , 
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by  the  Committee,  but  those  so  appointed  by  them  shall  retire  at 
the  succeeding  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Branch.  The  election  of  a 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  (qualified  as  above)  to 
supply  the  place  of  those  retiring  shall  be  conducted  in  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Rules  from  time  to  time  in  force  as  provided  by 
By-law  47. 

47.  The  local  affairs  of  a  Branch  shall,  subject  to  and  consistently 
with  the  Articles  and  By-laws  of  the  Institution,  be  regulated  by 
Rules  to  bo  adopted  by  resolution  of  Corporate  Members  resident  in 
the  locality  at  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Branch  and  alterations  of  and 
additions  to  the  Rules  may  be  made  only  by  resolution  of  the 
Corporate  Members  resident  in  the  locality  at  an  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Branch  after  notice  specifying  generally  the  nature  of  the 
proposed  alteration  or  addition  has  been  announced  at  the  previous 
Meeting  of  the  Branch  and  has  been  given  to  all  Members,  Associate 
Members,  Graduates,  Students,  Companions  and  Associates  resident 
in  the  locality,  and  not  otherwise.  The  provisions  of  By-laws  7  and 
31  to  35  inclusive  as  to  Meetings  and  of  By-laws  27  to  30  inclusive 
as  to  Officers  shall  not  be  applicable  so  as  to  interfere  with  the 
regulation  under  such  Rules  of  the  local  affairs  of  a  Branch. 

All  such  Rules  and  alterations  and  additions  thereto  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council  before  becoming  operative. 

48.  The  appropriation  and  contribution  of  funds  of  the  Institution 
towards  the  expenses  of  Local  Branches,  or  to  enable  such  Local 
Branches  to  co-operate   with  Branches   of  other  Institutions    and 
Technical   and   Scientific   Societies   in   the   same   locality   for  the 
purpose  of  forming  Local  Associations  for  the  acquisition  of  Local 
Technical  Libraries  and  Meeting  Rooms  and  the  provision  of  staff* 
and  equipment  thereat  for  the  common  use  of  such  Local  Branches 
and  Societies,  consistently  with  the  objects  of  the  Institution,  shall 
be  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Council  and  the  Institution  shall  not 
be  responsible  for  any  liability  incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  any 
Local  Branch  of  the   Institution  or  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  such 
Local  Association  beyond  any  amount  previously  appropriated  or 
contributed  for  any  such  specified  purpose  by  the  Council. 
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
